One thing has developed and that seems to be that 
although vie maintain an hourly service to the Pentagon, the 
people in OSS would much rather go by private car. This 
practice should be discontinued. Furthermore, it seems feas- 
ible to have General Magruder or Colonel Quinn write a memor- 
andum which should be widely distributed advising of this 
service and stating that in view of the liquidating of this 
organisation, it would be impossible to continue motor vehicle 
service on the same level as that maintained in the past. A 
special warning probably should go to the Branch Chiefs 
indicating that with our lessened activities there should not 
be the necessity for so many trips.

As a matter of incidental information, it can be authoritatively stated that should 
the office be moved before that time, OSS will lose the services of the remaining 
civilian employees since they would not care to transfer to Washington for a month 
or two, and in addition to this, it will place all the officers and enlisted men on 
a travel status in New Xork because of the work still remaining here to do. The 
additional cost of this latter, the writer believes, will be greater than maintaining 
the office in its present location.
